REGISTERED STUDENTS 

The number of persons admitted as Registered Students 
during the year was 24335 as against 20275 in the previous 
year. By operation of Regulation 25, registration of 11,435 
students was crncelled in the year on expiry of seven-year 
period of registration. 

ByanamendmentofRegulations.it has now been provided 
that persons who get registeredes students on or after 1st August 
1980 will not be required to pay any Annual Subscription, but 
instead will pay a higher Registration fee at the time of Registra- 
tion. 

The Council has also passed certain amendments ct Regula- 
tions intending to introduce a Preliminaiy Examination which 
should be passed before registration by all except those who 
might be exempted therefrom on the strength of certain pres- 
cribed minimum academic pualifications. Subject to approval 
of the Central Government, these amendments will be put into 
operation as seen as possible. 

EXAMINATIONS 

The Intermediate, Final and Management Accountancy 
(Parti) Examinations were held as usual in the months of June 
and December 1979 at the appointed Centres. The number of 
passes in the last two terms of examinations is as under ;

The figures above show that while there has been an increase 
by 9 % in the enrolments for postal coaching, the same for oral 
coaching has gone up by 21 %. 


For the benefit of students, publication of Suggested Ans- 
wers in respect of Final Examination was undertaken with 
effect from June 1979 examinations. 

The scheme of decentralisation of postal coa ching administra- 
tion through Regional Councils h"s been implemented to further 
stages as approved by the Council. 

RESEARCH 

Djring tho year under reviow, two research studies were 
published. Tho first one ontitled ‘Cost Accounting in Commircl .1 
Banking' Industry was prepared by Shri A, K. Ghcsh, Assistant 
Director of Research, and the second entitled ‘Farm Minagc- 
ment Accounting and Control’ was prepared by Dr. P. Chat- 
topadhyay, Director of Research. A study entitled 'The Mana 
gement Accountant and the Computer’ by Shri S. Vaidyn nil than, 
covering areas of computer application for processing and 
analysing management accounting data for purpose of decision 
making is nearing completion. Two other projects, one on 
Principles and Practices of Stock Valuation and the other on 
Transfer Pricing — Concepts, Techniques and Practices, with 
reference to selected industries, undertaken by the Research 
Directorate of the Institute, are in progress. 

JOURNAL 

During the period under review, the circulation of the Journal 
increased substantially, being now over l'OX) per month. 
Substantial changes were made in the design and layout of the 
Journal, the coverage and in the economics of paper and print- 
ing. The cost of production has been reduced sizeably, at the 
same time ensuring an improvement in quality and readability, 

COST AUDIT 

Since last year, there was no addition to the list of industries 
covered by the Cost Accounting (Records) Rules. But some 
progress is known to have been made in finalising the rules for 
Sulphuric Acid Industry. The industries for which such rules 
have so far been framed are listed below; 

Cement, Tyres and Tubes, Caustic Saod, Eleclirc Motors, 
Cycle, Room Afr-conditioncrs, Motor Vehicles, Electric 
Lamps. Refrigerators. Automobile Batteries, Electric 
Fans, Agricultural Tractors, Aluminium, Vanaspati, Bulk- 
Drugs, Sugar, Infant Milk Food, Jute Goods, Paper, In 
durstirial Alcohol, Rayon, Dyes, Soda Ash, Cotton Tex- 
tiles, Polyester, Nylon and Dry Cell Batteries. 

During the year, cost audit booklets yere published in 
respect of three more industries, namely, Nylon, Dyes and Soda 
Ash. The total number of booklets so far published cover twenty 
three industries out of twenty-seven listed above. The pre- 
paration of booklets on Rayon, Jute, Polyester and Dry Ceil 
Batteries is in progress. 

Continued efforts arc being made to ensure compulsory and 
repetitive cost audit, in terms of the recommendation of the Sachar 
Committee. Pending legislation to this effect, repeat cost audit 
orders through administrative measures are being pursued with 
the Company Affairs Department. 

The Council also undertook preparation of guidelines on 
Cost Audit, Internal Audit and other related fields. A paper 
on “Standard/Uniform set of Cost Accounting Records Rules” 
for engineering industry was developed and submitted to the 
Government. Similar uniform rules for other groups of indus- 
tries of a priority nautre arc being developed as a prelude to 
the extension of coverage of industries by cost audit, 

CODE OF ETHICS 

In view of the increasing importance of cost audit practice the 
Professional Development Committee brought out an updated 
code of ethics for the benefit and guidance of members. 

MANAGEMENT DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMME 

A Management Development Programme on Cost and 
Fainncial Management was organised for officers of Ordnance 
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Factories during Novcmber-Decembcr 1979, A number of State 
Governments and public bodies have evinced interest in similar 
programmes for their officers and these are being pursued. 

A residential Management Development Programme in 
Management Accounting for senior managers was organised in 
collaboration with the Indian Institute of Management, Calcutta, 
at Puri from June 30 to July 3, 1980. 

A number of similar programmes are scheduled to take place 
in 1980 in different regions. 

A workshop on Cost Accounting in Commercial Banking 
based on our research sludy was held in Bombay on June 25-26, 
1980. The programme was inaugurated by Dr. K. S, Krish- 
naswamy. Deputy Governer, Reserve Bank of India, and was 
attended by senior officers of the Researve Bank of India, Com- 
mercial Banks, financial institutions and our members. 


ICWAI ICAI JOINT PROFESSIONAL PROGRAMME 

The second joint professional programme on Cost and 
Financial Management was organised in collaboration with the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants of India during January 
1980. Delegates from all over the country were sponsored for 
the programme and eminent faculty members addressed the 
session. 

The two Institutes have decided to conduct two such joint 
programmes each year. 

CONTINUING EDUCATION PROGRAMME 

A programme of Continuing Education for members all 
over the country for further development of professional 
knowledge and skill was prepared and is being pursued with Re- 
gional Councils and Chapters. Meanwhile the Regional Councils 
and Chapters hive been active and have organised several 
regional programmes.

The 22nd All India Cost Conference was held in Delhi 
on 8th and 9th March 1980 at Hotel Oberoi Interconti- 
nental. The Conference was inaugurated by Shri Vasant 
Sathe, Union Minister for Information and Broadcasting. 
In the opening session, guests, and delegates were welcomed 
by Shri S. Pandurangaiah, Chairman of the Northern Lidia 
Regional Council of the Institute, which posted the Conference.

The theme of the Conference was Industrial Development and 
the Casting Profession, There were four technical sessions, 
presided over by eminent personalities in business and 
Government.

INTERNATIONAL FEDERATION OF ACCOUNTANTS 

The Institute conliues to be a member of the International 
Federation of Accountants (IFAC) and has been giving full 
support to its activities. Its publications, similar to those of 
the IASC, are being circulated to members through the Journal 
of the Institute. 

NATIONAL PRODUCTIVITY COUNCIL 


The Conference was represented by 28 member account- 
ing bodies in 21 countries in the Asian and Pacific region. 
The theme of the Conference was "International Coopera- 
tion in Accountancy” in recognition of the universality of 
accountants and the consolidation of efforts of accounting 
organisations throughout the world. 

In the Assembly of Delegates, the invitation extended jontly 
by the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India and the 
Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India to host the 
10th CAPA Conference in India In 1983 was accepted, 

The CAPA Executive Committee was reconstituted with Mr. 
Eduarao M. Villanueva of the Philippines as President 
India, represented by ICWA of India, continues to be a 
member of the Executive Committee. 

TENTH CAPA CONFERENCE

All the four Regional Councils continued their activities 
satisfactorily. In some of the regions, activities have been 
expanded further towards post-qualification education pro- 
grammes), (Please sec “Continuing Education Programme" 
above). 

The Regional Councils have been sharing increasing res- 
ponsibility with the Institute in administering postal coach- 
ing, while oral coaching schemes are also being run by them 
on larger scales. 

CHAPTERS OF COST ACCOUNTANTS 

The Chapters of Cost Accountants, the total of which is 
now 44 in number, have been extending useful services to 
all concerned. It should, however, be admitted that n few 
of the Chapters are not as active as they arc expected to 
be. Nevertheless, attempts are being made to activist them 
in order to justify their existence. Reports about Chapter 
activities are being published in the Journal of the Institute 
as a regular feature. 

OVERSEAS CENTRES 

Overseas Centres in Tanzania and Zambia have been 
making good progress in organising meetings and seminars, 
and have maintained good liaison with the local authorities 
and industries. 

ACCOUNTS 

The audited accounts of the Institute for the year 1979- 
80 arc annexed to this Report. It will be seen that there 
was a substantial deficit in revenue account for the year. 
The main factors which have contributed to this high revenue 
deficit are normal wage revisions and higher Dearness Allow- 
ance payments due to extra cost of living, increased paper 
and printing costs and fall of revenue on tuition fees due to 
more students opting for oral tuition. 

A substantial measure of work simplification and rationa- 
lisation has been achieved, and efforts to improve procedure 
and systems further continue. 

Despite these measures, it is necessary to augment (he 
resources of the Institute. The Institutes admission and 
annual subscription rates, revised long ago, arc low compar- 
ed to those of other comparable institutes in India; and 
examination fees are grossly inadequate to cover the increas- 
ed costs of paper, printing and establishment. The Council 
has accordingly approved increases in the rates of Members 


and Grad. CWAs’ annual subscription, examination fees, 
postal tuition fees and Journal subscription. 

The financial position was worsened by Ihe assessments 
made for the last few years by the Income-tax authorities 
on (he gross interest incomes from fixed deposits. Several 
representations to the Government for wholly exempting the 
Institute, which is a non-profil making organisation, from 
payment of income-tax have not produced any result so 
far. 

There is also the urgent necessity to expand the services 
of the Institute at regional and chapter levels. The growth 
in numbers makes it necessary that larger accommodation 
and facilities are provided, and in order that this may be 
planned additional resources must be raised. The Council 
has been giving its urgent attention to his matter. 

RELATIONSHIP WITH THE EMPLOYEES 

The Council is happy to report that cordial relations were 
maintained with all employees at both headquarters and 
regional levels, 

GENERAL 

In general the activites of the Institute have been kept 
up at a high level in the spheres of professional develop- 
ment, education, training and research. There were many 
meetings and discussions amongst the memebrs inter se as 
well as meetings with Government officials, industrialists and 
others with the object of better utilisation of the services 
of cost and management accountants in industry. A major 
issue that has been agitating the minds of our members is 
on the scope of practice, particularly cost audit. A lot has 
been done fo impress upon the authorities concerned to make 
cost audit compulsory and to extend it to a wider range of 
industries. The Sechar Committee did appreciate the Insti- 
tute’s point of view and made certain useful recommenda- 
tions. but before anything concrete emerged out of these 
recommendations, there has been a change of Government. 
The Council is pursuing the matter with the Ministry of 
Company Affairs. 

Apart from cost audit, there is wide scope of practice in 
other fields, such as, consultancy services, which the mem- 
bers should tap, Here, of course, members are required to 
develop their personal qualities to supplement their profes- 
sional knowledge. 

The profession has grown rapidly over the recent years, 
(over the five years 1975-1980, the number of members has 
increased by 39% and the number of students by 200%), 
and it is the task of the Council to reorganise operations and 
establish efficient services both at headquarters and at the 
regions to meet satisfactorily the growing needs of members 
and students throughout the country, as well as to maintain 
closer links with both Government and Industry. This is 
the major task to w'hich the new Council may address it- 
self.
